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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 5/8/2007 averring the 
cited prior art's failure to provide motivation to adjust the dosage of chlorpheniramine have been considered, but are not found persuasive. 
The examiner notes that bromopheniramine and chlorpheniramine are old and well-known antihistamine that are therapeutic equivalent. 
Their dosage are also the same. They are both in various over-the-counter products. See the attached Drug Information Handbook 
published in 1994. The basis for adjusting the dosage is provided in the US 4,624,965. Even using low dose of the antihistamine 
disclosed in '965 including bromopheniramine, it is still effective in treating motiion sickness. Therefore, adjusting the dosage of 
chlorpheniramine to that of bromopheniramine disclosed in *965 would be reasonably expected to be useful ion treating motion sickness, 
absent evidence to the contrary. 
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
